JERUSALEM, (Reuters)

A Jewish refugee ship, reportedly 
loaded with 1,350 unauthorized im- 
migrants to Palestine, arrived at 
Haifa Friday under the guard of 
British destroyers which intercepted 
her off the coast. 

British authorities immediately 
cleared the Haifa waterfront of 
civilians in preparation for deport- 
ation of the refugees, but this move 
was temporarily blocked by a re 
straining order which the Jewish 
community council obtained from 
the Palestine high court. 

Sir William Fitzgerald, presiding 
justice, directed Palestine author- 
ities to show cause Tuesday why 
the deportation should be carried 
out.

To British Miners

| LONDON. — Britain's miners, 
whose work is the most vital activity 
jin the whole British industrial 
sphere, have become a privileged 
class. 

Already enjoying extra meat 
rations, given them several months 
ago, they secured Thursday night 
government agreement that pre- 
fabricated houses, unrationed food, 
consumer goods such as radio sets, 
bicycles and textiles, will be sent 
to miners’ communities in large 
quantities to stock up stores. 

Fried fish shops serving miners’ 
towns are to get extra rations of 
fish and cooking fat, for fish and 
chips is a dish dearly beloved by | 
miners. Bakers will get more sugar 
|for making cakes and pastries. 
| Grocery stores will have bigger 
stocks of canned meats. 

Miners’ leaders regard these con- 
cessions only as a start, however. 
Their leader, Communist Arthur 
Horner, says wages must rise fur- 
ther and miners want changes in 
' Britain's system of income tax de- 
| duction at source. The government, 
which owns and operates all Bri- 
tish mines, has not made any de- 
cision on wages, and Hugh Dalton, | 
chancellor of the exchequer, will! 
make no promises about reductions | 
in income tax, though he has prom- | 
ised to bear miners’ demands in) 
mind. | 

Compared with miners in Europe, | 
| British miners’ privileges are slight 
In the British zone of Germany, | 
|Rubr miners get ration aliowances | 
far in excess of very slender German 
civilian ration (though less than! 
the ordinary British ration) In 
France, miners have been given a 
wide range of concessions to stave 
off effects of the French fuel crisis 
which has been far worse than 
Britain's. 

However, British miners have a 
|clear edge over other heavy in- 
dustrial workers, and although 
there is no sign of restiveness in 
other trades concerning concessions 
granted to coal workers, the action 
|may touch off a whole series of de-

All the schools of Buffalo are closed be- 
cause the 2,500 teachers in that city have gone 
on strike for a fair living wage.

This cannot be regarded as a local problem, | 


peculiar to Buffalo and other American commun- 
ities undergoing the same experience. It is a 
sympton of a continent wide movement to pro- 
vide teachers with financial returns commensur- 
ate with their services, 

The circumstances which have provoked this 
educational disaster in Buffalo exist also in Al- 
berta. No one anticipates a teachers’ strike in 
this province, Indeed, the processes of education 
are so vital that nothing could excuse or justify 
their interruption. But the same justifiable re- 
sentment that moved the Buffalo teachers to 
strike is felt by teachers in Alberta. 

What Alberta taxpayers must begin to ask 
themselves is this: ’ 

Aside from al] questions of moral and eco- 
nomic right, which are entirely on the side of 
the teachers, can this province afford to pile up 
discontent among the teachers by 
from them a wage compatible with the place 
they fill in the democratic structure? 

Under a form of government which depends 
for its effectiveness upon public enlightenment, 
the ultimate cost of such discontent and dissatis- 
faction is bound to be infinitely more than the 
cust of raising teachers’ salaries to a fair level.

Evidently Vancouver did not start the civic 
clean-up any too soon.

It Could Double Production 


One-third of the industries in Britain will 
have to shut down in the daytime and operate 
at night. This is by order of the Government. 
The aim is to cut down the peak day load on elec- 
tric generating plants and spread the demand for 
current over a greater number of hours. 

The order will not be popular among indust- 
rial workers. Men prefer to work days and sleep 
nights as their ancestors have done since time 
began. When the bread-winner has to go to work 
at night the whole family is affected. The com- 
panionship of husband and wife is interfered 
with, the children see their father only for an 
hour or so in the early evening, 

This domestic dislocation and personal incon- 
venience is another penalty imposed by circum- 
stance. But economically it may turn out to the 
great advantage of the nation, It may even in- 
troduce the two-shift system as common prac- 
tice in factories. After all, machinery is under- 
producing when it stands idle half or more than 
half of the twenty-four hours, 

England may be at the beginning of another 
industrial revolution, It almost certainly is if men 
are found willing to work at night, despite the 
disadvantages, The logical outcome would be 
general adoption of a two-shift system when 
power again becomes plentiful. And Britain needs 
all its factories can produce, 


Don’t Scoff Yet 


The finding of an “oasis” of unfrozen lakes 
and bare hills in the heart of the Antarctic ice- 
field rates the most spectacular discovery of the 
Byrd expedition.

A “Taxicab Racket” 


Mayor Harry D. Ainlay has informed the 


city council that what is described as a “taxicab / 


racket” has developed in Edmonton. The mayor 
reports that two cabs and licenses had been sold 
for $7,000. Another alderman reported that three 
cabs and licenses had been sold for $10,500. 

This traffic in taxicab licenses, for it is the 
license which has attained such inflated value, 
is due to the shortsighted action of the council 
in setting a limit on the number of licenses is- 
sued. The restricticn of taxi licenses is an urgent 
invitation for such practices. It merely creates 
an artificial commodity in which profit-minded 
men are sure to speculate

more and more vigilant control until the limita- 
tion of licenses in Edmonton is abandoned,

AIR ERA DAWNS 
1N THE ANTARCTIC 
| We have told you of Roald 
Amundsen’s discovery of the South 
Pole in December, 1911, and of 
Robert Falcon Scott's tragic death 
after reaching the Pole only a 
month later. 

In 1914, Scott's fellow country- 
man, Sir Ernes; Shackleton (he 
|had been knighted in 1909), under- 
took his third expedition into the 
Antarctic. Previously, in 1901-1904, 
he had accompanied Scott, and in 
1908-1909 had led his own expedi- 
tion. Now in 1914, he set himself 
the appalling task of mossing the 
Antarctic continent from the Wed- 
| dell Sea to the Ross Sea — 1,800 
miles, of which more than half,

After three attempts he | 
succeeded, in August, 1916, in 
rescuing the entire party. 
Shackleton set out on another 
voyage, in the Quest, in September, 
1921.
